These they loan to their 
friende. So frequent has been the demand 
of some aldermen for passes that they have 
exhausted the annual allowance made for 
them by some roads. In those instances they 
get their associates to sign the letters for 
further requesta on those companies. 

The job evil is said to have been carried 
on to @ still greater extent. In obteining

They Will Alternate as Judges 


MAJORITY NONPARTISAN. 


There will be one woman in every polling 
place in Chicago next spring, providing there 
are enough of them willing to serve. John B. 
Owens, judge of the county court, made his 
decision yesterday following a conference 
of election officials, club and suffrage wom- 
en, and representatives of four political par- 
ties, There was not a voice raised against 
the granting of the privilege to women. 

The women will consult with the election 
commissioners in regard to the appoint- 
ments. The parties will not appoint the 
women judges and Clerks. The majority of 
them will be nonpartisan. Judge Owens told 
the women to get together and allot their 
representation. 

Owens Gives Decision. 

„he court sees no legal objection to wom- 
en serving as judges and clerks,” Judge 
Owens said after every woman in the room 
nad Spoken. The suffrage act makes no 
provision for it, but if the legislature gave 
women the right to vote it probably in- 
tended they should take ep full duties of 
citizenship. 

“TI will recognize a woman, in every pre- 
eimct in Chicago. I will enter an order to- 
night to the election commissioners to give 
every precinct either a judge or clerk of 
élection, and I advise that they be assigned 
to alternate precincts—that is, a clerk in 
the first, a judge in the second, and so on. 
„This brings up the question as to whether 
women are householders or not. The act will 
be construed broadly enough so there will 
be no question on this point. In the past 
we have been forced to use men judges in 
certain parts of the city who have not been 
householders.” 

Oppose Polls in Saloons. 

One of the principal things the women 
wanted to know was the location of poll - 
ing places. 

„ hope you will bar out laundries, 8 
poolrooms, and barber shops,“ one woman 
said. “ I've had to vote in all of those places 
in my ward in voting for university trustees.” 

W. H. Stuart, clerk of the election commis- 
sioners, asserted the list of the poling places 
was in hie office, and that in qase any woman 
nad amy Valid objection to any of the places 
they would be changed. 

Men Agree to Woman Officials 

The men were the first to voice their agree- 
ment to the plan to allow women to be judges.

GOES TO SOUTH AMERICA. 


New York, Nov. 24—James K. McGuire, 
‘former mayor of Syracuse, N. Y., and part- 
ner with his brother, George H. McGuire, in 
the business of bonding state highway con- 
tractors, was indicted today on the charge 
of soliciting a campaign contribution froma 
corporation. 

James McGuire, according to the testimony 
of his brother last Friday, sailed for South 
America early last week. 

The indictment was based on testimony 
given before the grand jury by his brother 
and by Fillmore Condit, New York agent 
of the Union Oil company of California, 
that he had sought to obtain from the Union 
company a contribution of $5,000 in return 
for paving the way for the company to sell 
asphalt to the state of New York. 


Sought Commission on Contracts. 

According to the testimony, the McGuires 
were to get a commisson of 1 cent a gallon 
on all asphalt the state or state road con- 
tractors bought from the Union concern, 

McGuire’s indictment preceded testimony 
at the John Doe inquiry this afternoon by 
which District Attorney Whitman sought to 
show that an effort had been made to bring 
influence to bear on Condit not to implicate 
the Democratic party in testifying as to the 
alleged holdup. 

The district attorney called as a witness 
Arthur B. Chamberlain of New York, an 
asphalt commission broker, who is person- 
ally known,“ Condit says, to Charies . 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall and 
Carles F. Murphy Jr., the latter's nephew, 
who is a partner of George H. McGuire in 
the bonding business. 


Witness Urged to Shield Tammany? 

Chamberlain was asked by the district at- 
torney if he had not called Condit up recent- 
ly in regard to his appearance before tne 
grand jury and said to him: Tou must an 
say that that 38,000 contribution was pay- 
‘able to the Democratic party. We want to 
remind you of that typewritten statement 
in regard to this matter which you gave us 
last August. We are arranging things at 
Albany so that your products will be ac- 
cepted. Now you treat us right end we will 
treat you right. 

Chamberlain denied having made any such 
demand. He admitted having called Conuit 
up, but said it was for the sole purpose of 
telling him that we were arranging things 
at Albany so that the epécifications wou'd 
be fair and open to everybody.

Ceremony of Today Will Be 
Thirteenth to Occur in 
White House. 


SAVING FACT RECORDED 


Present Bride Is Fifteenth to 
Come from a Presiden- 
tial Family. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov 24.—-[Special.)— 
As all the world is now aware, Miss Jessie 
Woodrow Wilson and Francis Bowes Sayre 
are braving a hoodoo in being married 
tomorrow in the White House, for theirs is 
the thirteenth wedding to take place in the 
historic edifice, although prior to the re- 
moval of the federal government to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia there had been other wed- 
dings in presidential families. 

Some say this latter fact serves to take of 
the possible ill luck and that although Miss 
Wilson is the thirteenth White House bride 
she is in reality the fifteenth bride from a 
presidential household. 

With the twelfth and last White House 
wedding—that of Miss Alice Lee Roosevelt 
to Representative Nicholas Longworth of 
OQhio—all the world is familiar, for the de- 
tails of this wonderful wedding still linger 
in the public memory after eight years have 


elapsed. 


Miss Monroe Wed in 1820, 

Only those who like to delve into history 
recall the fact that the firat wedding of « 
president's daughter was that of Maria 
Monroe. Socially our capital was little bet- 
ter than a wilderness, when, in 1820, this 
wedding was celebrated. No such thing as 
social precedent had been established and 
the wedding was a small affair, rather dis- 
mal in ite settings. 

Previous to that two weddings had been 

celebrated -in the White House. The first 
was that of Mre. Lucy Payne, a younger 
sister of “ Dolly”’ Madison and the widow 
of a nephew of George Washington. She 
was married in 1810 to Mr. Justice Todd of 
the Supreme court, a widower twice her age 
and a Kentuckian. History relates. that 
Mrs. Madison, who loved splendor, treated 
her sister to a wonderful wedding. 
The next wedding took place right after 
the war of 1812, when Miss Anna Todd of 
Philadelphia, a relative by marriage of the 
presidential family, married John G. Jack- 
gon, a member of congress from Virginia, 
who was a great-uncle of the famous Gen. 
„Stonewall Jackson. 


Son of President Adams Weds. 
After Maria Monroe came John Adams as 
the next member of a presidential family to 
marry in the White House. He was the son 
and secretary of President John Quincy 
Adams and his bride was his cousin, Mary 
Hellen of Philadelphia. 

Andrew Jackson's administration ushered 
in a veritable reign of White House wed- 
dings. There were three of them, plus a 
wedding reception. The first wedding in 
the administration and the fifth in the 
White House was that of Miss Delia Jack- 
son of Nashville, Tenn. She was not related 
to the presidential family, but her father, 
William B. Lewis. was one of Jackson's 
most intimate friends and practically made 
his home in the White House. The bride- 
grodm was Alphonse Joseph Yves Pageot, 
native of Martinique and a member of the 
French legation. By this time the capital 
city boasted of real society.

President Tyler Bring’ Bride. 


President Tyler. after having spent «a 
gloomy time of it in the White House after 
the death of his wife, Letitia Tyler, in 1842, 
suddenly took a trip to New York and re- 
turned with a 20 year old bride, Julia Gerdi- 
ner, whom he married on June B. 1842 

Quite the most interesting marriage in the 
White House was that of Miss Ellen Grant, 
daughter of Gen. Grant. Miss Grant had 
been the little pet of the White House for 
several years and her parents and the nation 


attended both victims. He said both of them 


generally idolized her. The bridegroom, Al- 
gernon Sartoris, was an Englishman. 

Following this marriage came that of Miss 
Emily Platt, niece of President Hayes, who 
was married to Gen. Russell Hastings of Ohio 
in the White House on June 10, 1878. 


Cleveland Weds in White House. 

President Cleveland was a bachelor when 
he took the oath of office, but the public soon 
became aware that he intended to change 
his state. His marriage to Miss Frances 
Folsom of Buffalo, a 22 year old Wells col- 
lege girl, was the occasion of a great out- 
pouring of national sentiment. The mar- 
riage was celebrated in the Blue room in 
the presence of a small company consisting 
only of the members of the cabinet and 
their families and a few relatives. 

The wedding of Miss Alice Lee Roosevelt, 
eldest daughter of President Roosevelt, to 
Representative Nicholas Longworth of Ohjo 
on Feb. 17, 1006, set a precedent in White 
House weddings and was by far the most 
notable social function ever given in Wash- 


ington.

3. No government in Mexico which is not 
strong ahd does not at the same time better 
social, economic, and political conditions 
among the masses of the Mexicans can for 
any length of time prevent disorders and rev- 
olutions. 

4. If Carranza or any other professed Con- 
stitutionalist can establish and maintain a 
government such as described in 3, Mexico 
has progressed far enough on the road to 
democracy to go the rest of the way alone. 

5. If 4 cannot be accomplished there is 
no other course open to the United States 
than to intervene in order that peace, secur- 
ity for life and property and a fair govern- 
ment for all be established. 

In conclusion Observer wishes to state that 
his views are similar to those held not only 
by many foreigners living in Mexico and the 
Latin-American countries in and around the 
Carribbean, but by numerous natives as well.

The warrant has been forwarded to New 
York, where federal officers will endeavor to 
serve it. Since his arrival in this country 
a few weeks ago Zelaya has been at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria hotel. 

It appears that the administration has 
been busy arranging with Nicaragua for the 
extradition to that country of its former 
president.

The bug is found in straw which has been 
stored without airing or sunning. Any 
commander who buys straw for his men 
can protect them from this parasite in a 
simple way. Let him see to it that the 
straw is exposed to the sun and air for one 
day before it is used to fil) the ticks, The 
parasite is so delicate that one day of sun- 
light and air kills it. 

The men who handle the infested straw 
should grease their bodies well with lard or 
vaseline. At night they should bathe thor - 
oughly. The clothing should be sunned and 
aired for a day. Wildermuth showed that 
the parasite would starve to death in a day. 

— 

When the eruption is present, the treat ; 
ment is simple, The clothing should be 
changed and the infested clothes should be 
thoroughly aited. The bug does not bore in. 
The red bug buries itself in the skin; the 
tick buries its head; the itch bug bores deep, 
but the straw parasite stays on the sncface. 
A good bath and rub get rid of most of those 
that have not already turned loose. 

To grease with a mild sulphur ointment 
helps somewhat. If there is much itching, a 
soda water bath, followed by a sinc oxide 
ointment, will help. 


Straw that has beet exposed to summer 
heat, or that has been cured outside, does 
not contain parasites.

King George. He has seen active sevice 
in the Soudan under Field Marshals Lord 
Grenfell and Lord Kitchener; also during 
the Boer war as well as in the relief of Peking 
campaign, being specially promoted from the 
fank of commander to that of captain for a 
piece of conspicuous gallantry in the storm- 
ing of the forts of Taku, which won for him 
also the Order of the Crown with swords from 
the Kaiser, and the Order of Naval Merit 
from King Alfonso. He also wears the medal 
of the Royal Humane society for plunging 
from the quarter deck into the sea to save 
a drowning sailor and put in two years on 
board the royal yacht, which brought him 
under the favorable notice of the late Queen 
Victoria. 

Barely 50 years of age and therefore one o- 
the youngest flag officers in the service he 
bids fair before retiring on the score of age 
to attain the highest rank in his profession, 
namely, that of admiral of the fleet, Which 
is the naval equivalent of the grade of field 
Marshal in the army.

—namely: Alexander Agassiz, Simon New- 
come, and Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell. Nor must 
the name be forgotten of that Woburn, Mass., 
boy, Benjamin Thompson, who, after being a 
salesman in a store at Boston, school teacher 
at Bradford, on the Merrimac, major én the 
staff of Gov. Wentworth of New Hampshire; 
the under secretary of state in England, gen- 
eral in the English army, minister of war, 
grand chamberiain, and field marshal of the 
kingdom of Bavaria, and count of the Holy 
Roman empire, was elected a member ot the 
Royal society, founded in that capacity the 
Royal institute of Hngland, and died as the 
husband of the widow of Lavoisier, thé cele- 
brated French chemist.

His memory is preserved in the land of his 
birth by the Rumford professorship of Har- 
vard university, the title of nobility conferred 
upon him by the emperfof of Germany and by 
the King of Bavaria having been that of 
Count Rumford. 

One of thé most famous members of the 
Royal society was Sir Isaac Newton. It has 
a patron saint in the person of St. Andrew, 
observes St. Andrew's day and derives its 
revenue from various endowménts, such as 
the lands in the Chelsea district of the mo- 
tropolis bestowed upon it by Charles II., from 
various bequests and donatlons, such as 
those, for instance, of Count Rumford, and 
from an annual grant of $25,000 by the gov- 
ernment. 

The Royal society during the 250 years of 
its existence has been at all times the prih- 
sipal adviser of the state and of the crown 
in all scientific matters, and its correspond - 
ence with the government in itself is of the 
most extraordinarily interesting character. 
It superintends the work of the Kew observa- 
tory as well as of the Greenwich observatory, 
has the custody of the standard copies of the 
imperial standard yard and pound, also con- 
trol of the National Physical laboratories, an 
institution established by the government in 
1899 on the recommendation of the society,

LANDIS HAS “SOLDIER CASE” 
TAKEN OUT OF LAWYER’S HANDS 


Appoints Claim Experts to Aid Widow

WILL SCRAP ‘COMMISSION.’ 


* — 


Passenger Project to Be Taken 
Up Separately from That of 
Freight Terminal. 


Plans for hustling through the Pennsyl- 
vania station ordinances will be arranged 
at a meeting of the council railway terminals 
committee today at 2 p. m., according to 
the plans of Chairman Ellis Geiger and other 
members. 

If the rushing tactics are successful, the 
railways terminal commission, suggested by 
Bion J. Arnold as a solution for the present 
strife, and indorsed by John F. Wallace, 
engineer for the committee, will be thrown 
on the scrap heap, so far as consideration 
of the Pennsylvania projects is concerned. 
There will be opposition to thie plan. of 
course, but the terminals committee chair- 
man expects to have a program agreed upon 
today that will mean taking up the ques- 
tion of the Pennsylvania passenger station 
first, and letting the freight matter take care 
of itself for a time. 

Misapprehensione Arise. 

When the Arnold commission solution 
was suggested during last week's New York 
excursion, all the members of the terminals 
committee except Chairman Geiger appeared 
enthusiastic. The few days’ interval has 
served to cause misapprehension to arise as 

to the proposed powers of the commission, 
especially as to its supremacy to the council. 

The general impression around the city 
hall for months has been that pushing 
through the Pennsylvania ordinances as 
planned has been one of the leading measures 
of the Harrison administration, and the hand 
of the mayor is seen by many in the muddled 

condition apparent yesterday. 

“I would not care to say absolutely that 
I am for or against a terminals commission 
until I know what the proposition means,” 
said Chairman Geiger last night. “If the 
commission means supreme power we might 
as well abandon all committee work as a 
waste of time. We haave had experts before 
us as adjuncts; the commission may be more 
than that. 

Mr. Arnold will meet with us tomor- 
row and Mr. Wallace will be here the fol- 
lowing day, so there is nothing to prevent 
us going ahead with night sessions, if nec- 
essary, to dispose of the pending ordiances. 
We should take up the passenger station 
rst and then the freight. In my opinion, | 
they are entirely separate.” 

New Fight Started. 

The start of another fight over the mooted 
terminal question came up yesterday, when 
present and past members of the Chicago 
plan committee of the Commercial club met 
in the Railway Exchange building and de- 
bated for two hours the commentary of I. C.

Keep Unemployed Commission.

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COUNCIL ACTS ON 
CITY BEACH PLAN 


Refers North Shore Project to 


Finance Committee for 
Appropriation. 


OPERATION POLICY TOLD. 


Small Fee Is Recommended as 
Way to Make Bathing Re- 
sort Popular. 


Recommendations for the proposed mu- 
nicipal bathing beach and pavilion at the foot 
of Momtrose boulevard were submitted to the 
city council last night by the joint commit- 
tee which gathered ideas during the summer 
in Detroit, Coney Island, New York, and 
Boston. 

It was referred to the finance committee 
for an appropriation. There is available for 
the beach $50,000 from a bond issue. The 
finance committee must find the additional 
$100,000 necessary. 

Aid. Capitain, in whose ward the new beach 
will be located, saya the committee expects 
K will be ready for use zext summer. 


Operation Put at $30,000. 

The committee estimates that the improve 
ments suggested, including an administra- 
tion building, concrete promenade, two dou- 
ble locker tiers, laundry, and a kindergarten 
for babies and small children will cost $159, - 
000. It is figured the cost of operation the 
first year will be $80,000. 

It is proposed to make the béach self-sup- 
porting thereafter by adopting the eastern 
system of charging 10 cents to adults for the 
use of the beach, locker, suit, and towel, and 
& cents for similar privileges to children un- 
der 15 years, 

“This policy,” the report says, “ doubtless 
will make the beach more popular than if it 
were entirely free 


Big Locker Space Planned. 
Locker space is provided in the committee 
plans for 5,000 men and 2,500 women, grouped 
so as tc give individual lockers in dressing 
rooms accommodating eight on the men's 
side and from four to six on the women's 
aide. 

The sand beach, it is figured, will be 120 feet 
wide at the north end and 820 feet wide at the 
south end. It is planned to front the main 
buildings on Clarendon avenue, with flowers 
and shrubbery separating it from the public 
promenade facing the lake. 

It is suggested that only those in bathing 
costume be allowed on the sand beach; also 
that a space be roped off on the women’s 
side for exclusive use of women and girls, 
the rest of the beach being open to mixed 
bathing. 

The report was signed by A. W. Beilfuss 
chairman of the special park commission; 
H. D. Capitain, chairman bathing beach 
committee; C. W. Kallal, city architect, ond 
Walter Wright, secretary of the special. 
park commission.

Cer- 
tainly they were not at this appearance, which 
left the impression of as high a degree of vir- 
tuosity as even the Flonzaleys can present. 

That is the most striking feature of their 
worKk— the fact that each member of the group 
is a virtuoso of note, yet sufficiently self-effac- 
ing to leave the ensemble unmarred by an 
undue predominance of any of the desks. Such 
an ensemble is not built in a day. The wonder 
is it can be built at all. 

And there is an obvious physical feature that 
plays an important part in the existence of this 
ensemble. This is the perfect matching of the 
instruments themselves, so perfect that in the 
fugues the melody is tossed from one to an- 
other of the choir with a scarcely. discernible 
change of timbre. 
that come to mind this is as far distant as is 
the peculiar excellence of the players. 
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The program offered gave ample opportunity 


for the setting forth of three distinct. schools 
of music. In some degree its deviser appeared 
to have made allowance for the expanse of the 
hall, and to have chosen those with sufficient 
melody and vigor to overcome that obstruction 
to the best appreciation of the chamber music's 
attributes. But there was a deal more than 
artifice to accomplish this end. There was 
the singular beauty of the artists, individually 

and in ensemble. 

The program opened with the C minor quar- 
tet of Beethoven, written, one can surmise, in 
one of the composer's happiest moods, as is 


brought out with particular impressiveness in. 


the closing allegro, in which a theme that is 
almost merry is tossed from first violin to viola 
and on the other desks. Quite different 
was the Leclair sonata for two violins and 
‘cello, placid in its recollection of that school 
which dominated music of a century ago, and 
charming with the exquisite duet of cello and 
second violin which opens the second move- 
ment. The finale, a brilliant vivace, was re- 
peated. 
~~ 

The closing number was the C major quartet 
of Dvorak, less familiar than several from that 
pen, but quite as characteristic. Like many 
of the Dvorak compositions, it is based on a 
series of related folksongs, presented in vary- 
ing tempi and in varying forms of develop- 
ment. The closing movement, vivace, carries a 
particularly melodious air, given in turn to 
each of the instruments, the others supplying 
a pleasing pizzicato accompaniment. 

The quartet is to be heard later in the sea- 
son. Its appearances mark a distinct event in 
the progress of chamber music's development 
in Chicago.

Hereafter when I want 
to sell something I shall run my advertisement 
a week or more, as I find it pays best to keep 
at it.

it. The best appetizer in the world is 
really a little flavorous, hot soup. Brillat-Sav- 
arin said: “Soup rejoices the stomach and dis- 
poses it to receive and digest other food.”

The mock bisque—the better name is cream 
of tomato—soup has been for some years an al- 
most national institution, but is now sharing 
honors with cream of asparagus and cream of 
celery, each fn its season. 

Anfericans in general do not make well, or 
@are much for, the cosmopelitan, formal feast 
or banquet consommé. Neither the flavor nor 
the g nishes are greatly to our taste, perhaps 
beca\ this taste is not educated, perhaps be- 
cause we have neither the liquid nor the garnish 
in perfection.

Taking so much pride as we do in our cran- 
berry as the largest and handsomest of any 
grown anywhere in the world, we have produced 
a berry which is used in many more ways than 
formerly, but lacks some of the tang of the wild 
bog berry. 

A true cranberry jelly, or one-half apple and 


half cranberry. is now much used, but at 
Thanksgiving time we ought to use the whole 
berry which we can jelly if we choose and serve 
cold. But nothing is quite equal to a fresh hot 
sauce. Choose the darker berries in preference 
to the lighter. 

JELLIED CRANBERRIES—Cook one quart 
of cranberries in water to cover till soft; add 
one full pint of sugar, usually quite sufficient 
for most tastes, and cook untt! the juice thick-~ 
ens. Wet a mold in cold water and pour the 
result into it.

To remind us of the first Thanksgiving it is; 
correct to have some dish made of corn. A quite 
plain corn cake with such a name as sachem's 
head corn cake may be used. Or, if more so- 
phisticated, we may use the Roman gnocchi, 
which is cornmeal mush cooked in milk, flavored 
with pepper and salt and grated cheese, with 
sometimes the yolk of an egg beaten into a quart 
of it when it is removed from the fire. This 
mush must be of the consistency to spread t 
evenly in a one-third inch cake. The best thidg 
to spread it on is marble wet with cold water. 
When cold it is cut out in little rounds and 
fried or baked in layers with cheese sprinkled 
over each layer. Or use hominy. 

HOMINY FRITTERS—Soak hominy over 
night and cook it in the morning. After it 10 
cooked, mash and mix in with it egg and flour 
to bind, salt and a little sugar, if to taste. Dip 
up a portion, roll it in bread crumbs, and fry 
in deep fat. three or four pieces at a time, just 
long ehough to form a crisp brown cover.

general increase of d per cent in freight 
rated, 

The claim filed by railroa4s operating in 
the territory east of the Mississippi anv 
north of the Obo ad Potomac rivers was 
upheld in a preliminary outline of the rall - 
road situation by Daniel Willard, pre- 
dent of the Baitimore and Ohio railroad, 
representing for the occasion the eastern 
roads, and Fredrick A. Delano, president 
of the Wabash frail'rcad, on behalf of the 
Central Traffic association. 


Vast Increase in Oapital. | 

President Willard asxerted that railroads 
in the territory concerned had expended in 
property investments in the last three years 
$600 100,060 and that in the year 1918 the 
earnings were Hanes leas than for the 
year to. He argued that the G per cent 
increase applied fer was not as much as 
the railroads were entitled to, and in th! 
he was supported ty President Delano, who 
urged thut in fixing rates, the commission 
should regard no particular territory. Fig- 
ures for the first two months of the present 
year Mr. Delano suid, were less encourag-. 
ing «ven than the results since 1910. 

Figures rubmittec by View President 
Shriver of the Bat mere and Ohio for forty- 
nine raliroads in the territory involved 
showed that the net operating income for 
Wis had decreased pote than $14,000,000, 
while operating exp+t.sees and taxes had in- 
creased $201,000,000 since 1910. Another 
table combining the interests of the New 
York Central, Pennsylvania, and Baltimore 
and Ohio system, showed that the net 
operating Income had decreased $8,380,710 
since 1910. It was also shown that in this 
period the property investment for these 
three roads had increased 51.60 per cent; 
gross earnings, 68.35 per cent, while the 
net operating income had increased only 29.80 
per cent. , 

Valne of Returns Decrease. 

C. M. Bunting of the Pennsylvania sye- 
tem testified that the return on property 
investment of that system had shown a de- 
clining tendency since 1903, and a steady de- 
cline since 1910. 

Between the years 10910 and 10918,” he 
sald, there was an incredse of 207. 188.910 
in the property investment and a decrease 
in the net operating income of $11,485,511. 
In other words, the Pennsylvania system

OWEN MAKES CURRENCY PLEA 


Claims Wilson Bill Will Break 
Up Big Reserve in New York. 


BEST SAFEGUARD OF NOTES. 


Willing to “Meet” Opponents te Get 
Speedy Passage of Measure. 


| Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—Under the 
present system the bank.reserves of the 
country are -concentrated largely in New 
York, where they are loaned in speculative 
accounts on the New York stock exchange, 
Senator Owen asserted today in opening the 
debate on the currency bill in thesenate. He 
declared that the administration bill as re- 


‘ported by the Democrats of the banking com- 


mittee would remedy this condition. 
Senator Owen reviewed the details of the 
bill and urged that by the creation of a mar- 


‘ket for discounted commercial paper, and by 


mobilizing the reserves in public utility 
regional banks, the measure would remove 
the great dangers of the present financial 
system. 


Hits Stock Exchange Deals. 


' Declaring that at present New York bank- 


ers who hold a large percentage ot the coun- 
try’s reserves are forced to place those re- 
serves in call loans on the stock exchange, 
the senator said: 

“We are advised by representative New 
York bankers that the great banka there 
would be glad to have the system improved 
by the establishment of the federal reserve 
banks strong enough to furnish money on 
demand against good commercial bills and 
thus enable the New York banks to with- 
draw their funds from the stock exchange— 


‘which has become the most gigantic gam- 


bling establishment in the world—and place 
such funds in the service of legitimate in- 
dustry and commerce. 

“ This will be one of the great benefits of 
the pending measure—that is, it will with- 
draw from the gambling enterprises on the 
stock exchanges the reserve of the country 
and enable such reserves to be used for the 
commerce of the nation.”
